Source advised that a Nation of Islam (NOI) meeting 
was -held on the afternoon of May 3, 1970, at the Muslim 
Mosque, 1324 South Florida Street, Memphis, Tennessee, and 
was attended by a total of 19 persons. Those individuals 
known to the source are as follows:

According to the source CLEMMIE SHIELDS is asking 
for $10 per person from each member in order to build the 
Educational Building. Source advised that the u.oet'ng lasted 
from 2:15 p.m. to 4;30 p.m. and was composed of a sermon by 
CLEMMIE SHIELDS who berated the members for not donating enough 
money, for not selling enough newspapers, for not eating the 
proper diet, and for associating with other Negroes and whites. 
He reiterated that all white people are devils and must be 
avoided and that any Negro who was not a Muslim should be 
avoided. 

Source advised that the NOI meeting on May 17, 

1970, was attended by some 17 people including all of the 
above mentioned persons, along with MARIE WILSON and MARY 
ROBINSON. This meeting began at 2;00 p.m. and lasted until 
4:45 p.m. There were 3 visitors claiming to be from Chicago, 
and CLEMMIE SHIELDS delivered the sermon which continued his 
normal policy of urging people to sell more newspapers, 
separate themselves from all whites, donate more money, 
and eat the proper food. According to the source, CLEMMIE 
SHIELDS devoted a considerable portion of this sermon to 
expounding on what is the proper food. 

Source advised that the NOI meeting on May 31, 

1970, was held at the NOI Temple, 1324 South Florida Street, 
from 2:00 p.m. until approximately 4:00 p.m. There were 
20 men and 7 women in attendance. The persons known to the 
source were those listed above, and also ABRAHAM (LNU), 

JIMMY (LNU) , FRANK (LNU) and the Secretary, EDGAR X.
